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WAR AND PEACE

ésTT\HEY shall beat their swords into 

plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.” 


It is estimated that seventeen mil- 
lion lives were lost during the World 
War. It cost $25,000 to kill each soldier. 


In the underworld, the average gang- 
ster is said to receive only $50.00 to 
$100.00 for “bumping off” a victim. 
International gangsters, called “muni- 
tion makers”, charge high prices for 
their “services”! 

The world is rapidly becoming a vast 
military camp. This condition results 
largely from the activities of certain 
“merchants of death”. A handful of 
men, all of them _ internationalists, 
know which wires to pull in order to 
create demands for their wares. 


They work from behind various 
“fronts”. They travel under many 
aliases. They are criminals of the low- 
est type but possess enormous sums of 
money. They make governments 
knuckle to their will. Killing is their 
business. Woe to the man in public life 
who interferes with their machinations! 


From an authoritative source we 
learn: “French interests not only sold 
arms to Hungary in flat violation of 
the Treaty of Trianon, but when 
Hungary defaulted on the bill the 
armorers got the French ‘government 
to lend Hungary the money to pay the 
French armorers. 


“Thus, too, the great Czechoslovakian 
armament company, controlled by 
Frenchmen, promoted the rise of Hitler 
in Germany and contributed millions of 
marks to Hitler’s campaign. Th+se 
same Frenchmen own newspapers tiiat 


did more than any others to enrage 
France against Hitler.” 


The mysterious Sir Basil Zaharoff is 
an example of the type of men who 
rule this invisible empire. 


Volumes would be required to publish 
an adequate biography of this strange 
figure. He is said to have been born 
in poverty. Conflicting reports are ex- 
tant as to his nationality. 


For more than a half century he did 
nothing but foment wars. When he 
died a few months ago, he left a 
fortune estimated at a billion dollars. 
He was the greatest armament sales- 
man the world has ever known. All na- 
tions had cause to fear him. 


Wars are finally won or lost, depend- 
ing upon which side the principal muni- 
tion manufacturers throw their in- 
fluence. A personal friendship between 
Lloyd George and Zaharoff contributed 
greatly to the success of the Allies in 
the World War. 


The Christian’s Attitude 


All Christians believe in peace. They 
hate war. They deplore bloodshed. They 
know that war is both unreasonable and 
inconsistent. 


We are reminded of the popular 
slogans which .appeared during the 
struggle of 1914 to 1918—“A War to 
End Wars!”; A conflict to “Make the 
World Safe for Democracy”, etc. 


The Allies came through triumphant. 
But did the World War end wars? Did 
it make the world safe for democracy? 


Christians are essentially a peace- 
loving people. The Bible is their guide. 
In it they read: 


“If it be possible, as much as lieth 


in you, live peaceably with all men.” 
“Be of one mind, live in peace.” 


“The Lord will bless his people with 
peace.” 


“The Lord hath said, Ye shall have 
peace.” 


“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 


But in considering this subject, 
Christians and patriots must be on the 
alert, due to the fact that peace talk 
is being made the basis of one of the 
most subtle and pernicious forms of 
propaganda which is now cursing the 
world from Moscow. 


Even at this late date, many well 
meaning people do not understand the 
diabolical nature of Communist propa- 
ganda. They do not know that a con- 
stant stream of subversive literature is 
being released upon our Country. 


They do not know that Red printing 
presses are kept going night and day. 
They do not know that scores of Soviet 
newspapers and magazines are now 
being published in the United States. 
They do not know that Communist 
schools and colleges are dotted all over 
our land—spawns of vice where stu- 
dents are being schooled in the art of 
promoting mob violence. 


They do not realize to what degree 
the minds of millions of people, in all 
walks of life, have become infected by 
the virus of revolutionary propaganda. 


One of Moscow’s most potent means 
for advancing Soviet aims is by raising 
a false cry for peace in all countries 
EXCEPT Russia. 


Reduced to simplicity, their plan 
simply provides for the disarming of 
other countries, the destroying of all 
national defenses, while the Reds pro- 
ceed frantically with their plans for 
world conquest. 


It is a matter of documentary proof 
that leading Communists, here in the

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Communism And The C. I. O. 


WILLIAM GREEN, president of 
the American Federation of 
Labor, can not be accused of be- 
ing panicky. 

Therefore, when he publicly identi- 
fies the C. I. O. with the program of 
international Communism, it is time for 
Americans to pay strict attention. 


Standing before a radio microphone 
recently, he publicly read the following 
press report FROM MOSCOW, over the 
air: 

“The C. I. O. strike activities in the 
United States are described as a mili- 
tant labor movement which the Ameri- 
can Communist Party is energetically 
supporting, in a long article by Mois- 
saye J. Olgin, the New York corres- 
pondent of Pravda, just published in 
that newspaper. 

“Mr. Olgin added that the success of 
that movement is of great political sig- 
nificance. He said that large numbers 
of workers are being organized for the 
first time and that the proletariat is 
resorting to strikes as part of the class 
struggle. 


“The Communist Party is taking a 
very active part in the work of uniting 
the workers of the basic branches of 
industry. It is helping to prepare and 
direct mass strikes. It is energetically 
struggling for A SINGLE POWERFUL 
ORGANIZATION on the basis of the 
committee’s (C. I. 0.) program.” 


Olgin, a Russian-born Communist 
Jew, is editor of the most widely cir- 
culated Soviet publication in the United 
States. Incidentally it is published in 
the Jewish language. Olgin publicly 
advocates the overthrow of our govern- 
ment by physical violence. 


Commenting on the foregoing dis- 
patch from Moscow, Mr. Green said: 
“This report of the activity of the Com- 
munist Party in support of the C. I. 0.

The Sit Down Strikes 


 Bgprles age to the opinions of some 
people, the idea for the recent sit 
down strikes, did not originate with the 
Communists of France. 


As far as can be learned, this method 
of defying property rights and orderly 
government, actually started four years 
ago next month, in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. Lewis, and his professional 
agitators, have simply appropriated this 
method which was devised by certain 
members of the Communist Party. 


Thus they are able to “plant” a small 
group of their trained followers in 
strategic factory positions and, by re- 
fusing to work, throw thousands of men 
and women out of employment, who 
would otherwise prefer to remain at 
their jobs. History shows that bloody 
revolutions are always precipitated by 
small, but highly organized, minorities. 


After the first sit down strikes oc- 
curred in Michigan in 1933, Jack Sta- 
chel, the leading Red agitator respon- 
sible for the innovation, reported the 
matter to the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party in New York, by say- 
ing: 

“We didn’t have the heart to end the 
strike. We were so happy to have 
strikes, we didn’t want to end them. 
The workers struck and remained inside 
the factory and forced a compromise 
with their demands.” 


Jack Stachel is still a member of the 
Communist Central Committee; and he 
is also the official director of the C. I. 
O. in the State of Pennsylvania. 


The present wave of mob violence is 
resulting in great financial losses to the 
many workers who have been victimized 
by the terroristic methods of the new 
self-appointed leaders. Lewis is about 
the only one who is benefiting from the 
strikes — his salary having recently 
been increased from $12,000. a year to 
$25,000., plus an unlimited personal ex- 
pense account. 


Stachel is just one of scores of out- 
and-out Communist leaders who are 
now enjoying positions of responsibility, 
and substantial salaries, as officials in 
the ranks of the C. I. O. movement. 


Take for instance Walter and Victor 


Reuther, who are among the main C. I. 
O. organizers of auto workers: 


The year 1934 found these two bro- 
thers in Soviet Russia, where they 
wrote the following joint letter to their 
fellow Reds back in the United States: 


“What we have learned from other 
sources of the rising discontent of the 
American workers, makes us long for 
the moment to be back with you in the 
front lines of the struggle. ... We are 
more than sympathetic toward OUR 
COUNTRY (Soviet Russia); we are 
ready to fight for its ideals . . . Carry 
on the fight fora SOVIET AMERICA.” 
(Signed) “Vie and Wal” 


Wal is an official in the C. I. 0. auto 
union. The last that was known of him, 
he was president of Local No. 174. Vic 
is always on hands where mob violence 
occurs among automobile factory em- 
ployees. 


Both attended the Communistic 
Brookwood Labor College of America. 
In Russia, they served in the auto plant 
at Abmozavoz, Topkini. 


Industrial Unionism 


Tes Communist Party of the United 
States was officially organized in 
1919 when a group of Detroit delegates 
withdrew from a Socialist convention in 
Chicago. 


The split came over the question of 
“Industrial Unionism”. It was the plan 
of these Reds to organize “one big 
union” as a means of gaining control of 
the Country for their leaders. 


Their official declaration was as fol- 
lows: 


“As against the trade unionism of the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
Communist Party propagandizes indus- 
trial unionism and industrial union or- 
ganizations, emphasizing their revolu- 
tionary implications. Industrial union- 
ism is not simply a means for the ev- 
ery-day struggle against capitalism; its 
ultimate purpose is revolutionary, im- 
plying the necessity of ending the capi- 
talist parliamentary state. Industrial 
unionism is a factor in the final mass 
action for the conquest of power, as it 
will constitute the basis for the indust- 
rial administration of the Communist 
Commonwealth.” 


In other words, the objective of the

The launching of the Communist Par- 
ty in 1919, was the beginning of a plan 
to regiment and demoralize labor, with 
the ultimate aim of building a Soviet 
America. By 1923 and 1924, the des- 
poilers were so firmly entrenched that 
it became necessary for various labor 
unions to expel thousands of Red pro- 
pagandists from its ranks. 


Those were the days when John Lew- 
is was defending American laboring 
men against the assaults of Moscow.

If he has 
any such idea in mind, he minimizes the 
cunning and duplicity of his new-found 
friends. 


A Personal Testimony 


THE effect of the present wave of vio- 

lence is as demoralizing to labor as 
it is to industry. A few days ago, I 
received the following self-explanatory 
letter from a laboring man in Lansing, 
Michigan: 


“I open my eyes and find that we are 
in the midst of strikes bordering upon 
chaos. As I look ahead, I almost feel I 
have no choice, as to what I am to do. 
Work in the factory is becoming fierce. 


“TI expect some of these days, they 
are going to pick me up bodily, and 
throw me out. I have not joined the C. 
I. O. but it looks like they will soon kick 
me out, where I have been employed 14 
years. 

“The C. I. O. called a strike here — 
a ‘labor holiday’, last Monday. It was 
a disgrace to our State and Nation. The 
men drove their cars down town, placed 
them cross ways on the streets, halted 
all traffic, stopped the bus lines and 
taxicabs. They kept the newspaper 


from being printed, and went from one 
business place to another, and ordered 
them to close up. I know some places 
that were given only 10 minutes to close 
their doors, and get their clerks out. 


“Of course, all stores closed for the 
men had clubs, baseball bats, pieces of 
pipe, etc. We could not even purchase a 
bottle of milk. And not a policeman 
could be found on the street. They all 
went home. 


“If we follow this plan in the direc- 
tion it is going, we will soon find our 
Country without a Flag, or a Constitu- 
tion, and eventually our land will be a 
pit of hell. I know you have pleaded 
before public audiences, and tried to 
tell them of all this, which is now upon 
us. As a Nation, we must act now or 
never. 


“I saw men in the parade here Mon- 
day giving the Communist salute — 
that is, the hands clenched and fists 
raised, in defiance of God, like in Rus- 
sia. Tuesday, some asked me why I did 
not ‘demonstrate with the Communists’, 
thus actually calling themselves Com- 
munists. 


“And why is Washington so silent? 
Is it because John L. Lewis and the C. 
I. O. were such large financial contri- 
butors to Roosevelt’s last political cam- 

ign? Are we on the point of dicta- 
torship? Is this what America really 
wants?” 


An Insult To Labor 


TUDENTS of recent history are 
aware that conditions in our Na- 
tion today, are in exact parallel with 
conditions in Russia, during the early 
stages of the Russian Revolution. 


The main reason why the revolution- 
ary program is advancing so rapidly in 
the United States, is because our citi- 
zens as a whole do not yet realize that 
a revolution is possible. In self com- 
placency, they are saying, “It can’t 
happen here” while the storm continues 
to approach their very doors. 


Trotsky was only able to overthrow 
the Kerensky regime in Russia by or- 


ganizing an army of proletarians. The 
gospel of Karl Marx calls this stra- 
tum of human society “the down trod- 
den underdog of civilization”. The pro- 
letarian class represents the lowest 
criminal element of a nation. The word 
“proletariat” can not be consistently ap- 
plied to American labor. 


In Russia, the masses of toilers in the 
cities, as well as the peasants, always 
shunned comradeship with these types 
of people. They are the degenerates, 
the destructionists, the parasites who 
have always lived on the outer fringe 
of civilization. 


It was from these groups that Trot- 
sky got his original revolutionary army 
by emptying the slums, brothels, jails 
and prisons. These mobs were released, 
at a given moment, to plunder, rape, 
murder and debauch the farmers and 
honest laborers, the educated and cul- 
tured people, of Russia.” 


The revolutionary leaders of the Uni- 
ted States know that they must have a 
proletarian army of the unemployed, 
criminal, gangster type, if they are to 
succeed in giving our Country 2 blood 
bath. For this reason, some Red lead- 
ers are already demanding that all pri- 
son doors shall be thrown open. 


It is therefore a part of the interna- 
tional scheme, to demoralize labor and 
destroy its integrity and dignity, 
through unemployment, unrest, starva- 
tion, strikes, mob violence, conflict with 
civil authorities and by making relief 
money a constant necessity. 


One hopeful sign however, in the 
present turmoil, is the fact that labor- 
ing men, the true and dependable la- 
boring classes, are already repudiating 
the C. I. O. and demanding the right to 
return to their jobs so that they may 
enjoy normal standards of living. 


It remains to be seen whether or not 
the American people, as a whole, pos- 
sess sufficient moral and spiritual re- 
sistance, to correct the abuses which 
are being heaped upon them, before it 
is too late.

Christianity being the recognized re- 
ligion of the United States, citizens of 
the Country are naturally interested to 
know the general attitude of foreign 
ambassadors toward our Faith. 


Is it a fact that all Soviet officials 
are compelled to subscribe to Atheism 
as the official religion which your Mos- 
cow rulers are attempting to fasten up- 
on the Russian people? 


Is it a fact that all Soviet officials 
must hold membership in the “Militant 
Godless Association”? Are you a mem- 
ber of the organization? Do the employ- 
ees of your Embassy at Washington 
hold membership in this atheistie so- 
ciety? 

As you know, Mr. Nikolai Bediayev 
is a philosopher and writer of world- 


wide reputation. His writings are not- 
ed for their standards of truth. Mr. 
Bediayev left Russia in 1921. 


On page 92 of his book “Truth and 
Falsehood of Communism”, we read 
these words: 


“According to pafagraph 13 of the 
constitution of the Communist Party 
every Communist is obligated to confess 
Atheism and to participate IN 
SPREADING ANTI-RELIGIOUS.

Opportunism

PORTUNISM is defined as 

“the taking advantage of op- 
portunities, with little regard for 
principles.” 


An opportunist is one who sacrifices 
principle for the sake of popularity. He 
“plays to the gallery”—bends every ef- 
fort to please the crowd, even if he 
has to violate his own convictions, even 
if he has to do wrong, to win popular 
acclaim. 


Opportunism in evangelism is some- 
thing new, something shocking to every 
true Christian. Its present menace de- 
rives from the fact that it seems to be 
espoused by E. Stanley Jones. 


Already, Dr. Jones has gone a long 
way toward injecting into Christian 
evangelism a dangerous form of radical 
propaganda for a “collectivist” or Com- 
munist social order. That he now is 
considering the question of injecting 
opportunism into evangelism is evident 
from an article appearing over his 
name in the Christian Century, a 
Modernistic journal. The article is 
entitled, “Afterthoughts on the Preach- 
ing Mission.” Jones does not use the 
word opportunism, of course. But con- 
sider what he says, and draw your own 
conclusions. 


He starts out by saying, “Those of 
us who went into the National Preach- 
ing Mission as participants knew that 
we had to learn as well as teach re- 
garding evangelism.” What did he 
learn? He says, “To appeal to this 
generation to repent of individual sin 
is to get but feeble response. Whether 
we like it or not, that is a fact. But 


individual, and you get astonishing re- 
sponse. When you present the kingdom 
of God on earth with its demand for 
change in the total life and work to the 
individual, he inwardly says: ‘Well, if 
that is the framework, if that is what 
you mean by being a Christian, I have 
to be born over again and born dif- 
ferent.’ THE RESPONSE IS TRE- 
MENDOUS. WHY ODID_ EIGHT 
THOUSAND PEOPLE STAY FOR AN 
AFTERMEETING FOR PERSONAL 
SURRENDER TO CHRIST IN THE 
MADISON SQUARE GARDEN MEET- 
ING AND SIX THOUSAND IN THE 
ARENA IN BOSTON?” 


No Sense of Personal Guilt 


What is Jones telling us? Well, 
simply something that everyone knows 
already. Our generation—sunk in sin— 
does not want to be told about its own 
sinfulness. People don’t want to be im- 
pressed with a “consciousness of guilt’. 


There is, as Dr. Jones says, “but 
feeble response” to the preaching of 
Christ’s Gospel. But, the response is 
different when one preaches the man- 
made, Soviet-sponsored “social gos- 
pel”. This Socialist gospel promises the 
people something for nothing; it 
promises a “cooperative common- 
wealth”, in which wealth will be divided 
up, and the ordinary man will “live on 
easy street” without having to earn his 
bread by the sweat of his brow. 


This sort of miscalled gospel appeals 
to the greed and cupidity of men. 
Socialists and “collectivists” shout 
about their “humanitarianism”, but 
what they really are after is loot—they 


work back from the social order to thewant the other men’s possessions. 
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But, the important point is that Dr. 
Jones seems to think that “crowds” 
should determine the kind of gospel a 
man preaches. Dr. Jones admits that he 
felt the proper approach should be 
“from the individual to the social 
order”, but this “approach”, this gospel, 
did not bring forth much “response”. 


Hence, he changed around and 
preached the Socialist gospel of blam- 
ing society, rather than the individual, 
for sin. Read carefully what he says, 
“We knew there were two ways of ap- 
proach open to us. One was to work 
from the individual to the social order, 
and the other was to work from the 
social order back to the individual. The 
first seems the more natural and 
instinctive approach, and yet I person- 
ally felt that it must be the other 
approach.” 


The most natural and instinctive ap- 
proach is through the individual. Dr. 
Jones admits this. WHY, THEN, DID 
HE FEEL THAT, NOTWITHSTAND- 
ING, HE MUST FOLLOW THE 
OTHER APPROACH? Why, must he 
do it? To get crowds—must one preach 
the gospel which is “popular’’? 


Let Dr. Jones speak for himself. 
After saying that he felt the approach 
must be from society to the individual, 
according to the Socialist theory, he 
says, “If you had asked me why, I am 
not sure I could have answered. I think 
I see the reason now. The sense of 
individual sin has weakened in the 
individual. Decidedly so. 


“Many people therefore feel that the 
case is hopeless for the individual 
until that sense of personal sin returns. 
But it doesn’t seem to be re ing.... 
There is definitely a weakening of the 
sense of individual guilt. But the sense 
of corporate guilt is definitely streng- 
thening. There was never such a feel- 
ing of guilt because of corporate sins 
as now. Listen in on any group talking 
and there will be signs of felt incom- 
petence to solve things we know to be 
wrong in the corporate life. 


“This generation is oppressed by sin 
in the collective life far more than the 
generations that have gone. In past 
generations when men were deeply im- 
pressed with their sense of personal 
guilt they had little feeling of corporate 
guilt. They could be converted and 
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leave untouched the whole structure of 
corporate - sin.” 


Preaching That Breeds Crime 


Jones seems to be arguing that an 
evangelist should “give the people the 
kind of gospel they want”—not the 
kind they need. The sense of indi- 
vidual sin is weakening. People don’t 
wish to hear about their personal sin- 
fulness. But they do want to hear about 
society’s guilt. They want to hear 
about “corporate sin”. 


They want to hear that the world 
owes them a living; that they aren’t 
getting a square deal. They desire to 
hear that labor is “oppressed”, that the 
capitalistic system is unfair. In short, 
they wish to hear a gospel of class 
hatred, which promises them a soft 
living without work, which promises 
them an utopia which they do not earn 
and do not deserve. 

WHEN WORKING AS A NEWSPAPER 
REPORTER, I FOUND THAT THE AVERAGE 
CRIMINAL HAS LITTLE SENSE OF 
INDIVIDUAL GUILT, BUT HE HAS A VERY 
STRONG SENSE OF “CORPORATE GUILT”. 


He believes that his crimes are not 
personal sins, but are due to society’s 
unfair treatment of him. He claims he 
“never had a chance”. The world “was 
against him.” He usually claims that 
the “capitalistic system” is unfair. He 
committed crimes to “get even” or to 
“get his”,—his share of the national 
wealth. This kind of philosophy is what 
breeds criminals. No doubt, criminals 
and sinners like to hear it. But, is 
that any reason why evangelists should 
preach it? 

If the sense of individual guilt is 
“weakened”, as Jones says it is, then 
it should be the duty of evangelists to 
strengthen it. The people should not 
be given the kind of gospel they desire, 
but the kind they need. Certainly, this 
idea of giving the people what they 
wish—what they will pack huge halls 
to hear—is a betrayal of Christ’s teach- 
ing and example. 


The Scribes and the Pharisees, no 
more than our generation, wished to 
hear anything about “individual guilt”. 
They boasted of their self-righteous- 
ness, even as do modern folk. They 
lived practically in captivity under the 
ruthless Romans. They lived under an 
oppressive and tyrannical political and 
economic system. They had a strong 
sense of “corporate guilt”, of society’s 
sinfulness. Indeed, they looked and 
prayed for the Messiah who would de- 
liver them from bondage. 


But Christ did not preach the kind of 
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gospel they wished to hear. He did not president of that college was on the 


preach revolution against the Romans. 
He did not stress the “sins of society”. 
He didn’t blame the “system”. He held 
INDIVIDUAL MEN responsible for 
sin. 


He would not let them blame their 
own sins on to society. It is true that 
His message received but “feeble re- 
sponse”. He did not draw huge crowds; 
He was not popular with the self- 
righteous sinners who didn’t want to 
hear the personal Gospel, but delighted 
to hear the social gospel of revolution 
against Rome. 


No Scriptural Basis 


Of course, Dr. Jones claims that by 
working from the “social order’ back 
to the individual, by stressing “corpo- 
rate sins” rather than individual ones, 
he does finally, by a long roundabout 
method, secure conversions. But it is 
doubtful if they are real ones. 


For, Dr. Jones himself admits that 
the majority of his followers, of those 
who attended his meetings, came only 
because he preached the social gospel. 
They would respond, he says, but faint- 
ly to the preaching of the individual 
gospel. There is no Scriptural basis for 
thinking that real conversions can be 
the result of sandwiching the spiritual 
gospel of Christ in between thick lay- 
ers of sugar-coated. Soviet propaganda 
for collectivism. 


There is no Scriptural basis for be- 
lieving that any good can come from 
trying to thrust a sense of personal 
guilt and of repentance down people’s 
throats by sugar coating it with ap- 
peals to cupidity and avarice, made in 
accordance with the principles of 
Socialist propaganda which encourages 
poor men to covet that which their 
neighbors have honestly earned. 


The doctrine that “corporate sins”, 
that society or the system, is responsi- 
ble for the evil in the world; the sys- 
tem of working from the “social order 
back to the individual”—that is the 
settled technique of Socialists, who 
have always said that Christianity is 
wrong in blaming the individual, rather 
than the economic system, for the 
wrong which exists in the world. 


How can Christian evangelists ac- 
complish good by borrowing and 
preaching the doctrines of anti-Chris- 
tian, atheistic Socialists? 


Dr. Jones says in his article, “I gave 
an appeal to a college group, working 
from the social order back to the 
individual. I asked those who wanted 
to make the personal decision to stay 
and come and take the front seats. The 
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platform with me. I heard him ejacu- 
late under his voice, ‘Wonderful. It is 
overwhelming.’ For between eight hun- 
dred and a thousand students stayed on 
that proposition. 


“Why? I think it was because we 
asked for personal conversion in the 
framework of social demand. Had we 
reversed the process I think the re- 
sponse would have been small. We 
must appeal to that sense of social 
guilt and use it not only to produce 
social changes, but individual changes 
as well.” 


That is an amazing statement. Dr. 
Jones boasts of the effectiveness of 
his “technique”. By pleading for per- 
sonal conversion “IN THE FRAME- 
WORK OF SOCIAL DEMAND”, he 
secures widespread popular response. 
He concedes that, had he followed 
Christ’s method and reversed the pro- 
cess, stressing individual rather than 
“social guilt” as the foundation of con- 
version, he would have had but “small” 
response. 


Apparently, he develops his style of 
evangelism, his method of approach 
and appeal, on the basis of the “re- 
sponse” of the crowd. If a certain sys- 
tem of evangelism evokes great re- 
sponse, then it should be followed. If 
it evokes but little response, then it 
should be discarded. So far as I can 
see, that is the plain implication of 
Jones’ words. 


Apparently, he is advocating, in a 
very subtle way, the use of sheer op- 
portunism as the determining force of 
evangelism. 


A Strange “Framework” 


Let us go back briefly, and note his 
words, “personal conversion in the 
framework of SOCIAL DEMAND”. 
What does he mean by social demand 
—apparently, he means demand for a 
share-the-wealth program, demand for 
an utopia in which men may enjoy easy 
living without work. 


Now, personal conversion, if genuine, 
comes as a result of repentance, of a 
recognition of the individual’s sinful- 
ness. It comes of self-abasement and 
humility. How can real conversion be 
developed out of a framework of 
“social demand”—of arrogant greed 
and cupidity? 

It would seem that, as Jones says, 
the modern man has no sense of per- 
sonal guilt. He does not want to recog- 
nize his own sinfulness. But he does 
want something for nothing; he wants

a new social order in which he can live 
off more gifted and industrious men. 
Hence, Dr. Jones seems to effect a com- 
promise with this kind of man. 


He erects a “framework of social de- 
mand” which appeals to the covetous- 
ness of the modern man. Then, in re- 
turn, he gets the modern man to recog- 
nize somewhat his personal sinfulness! 
The modern man accepts “personal 
conversion” in return for an active 
agitation for “social demands”. 


In commenting editorially on Dr. 
Jones’ article, the Christian Century, 
says: “Sermons dealing with individual 
temptations, inner struggle, conscious- 
ness of guilt, desire for holiness, new 
birth, the love and forgiveness of God, 
the cross of Christ, and all the other 
well-knoy-n notes of the traditional 
message may Iindle a momentary glow 
of sentiment in a modern audience by 


virtue of the earnestness of the preach- 
er and the homiletical skill displayed in 
his sermon structure, but they do not 
register in the realm of reality where 
the listener actually lives.” 

The editorial goes on, “It is wrong to 
‘grumble’ at people for not being sensi- 
tive to sin. They are more sensitive to 
sin than ever before. The task of the 
Christian Church is to evangelize the 
sense of sin where it exists.” 

People don’t want to hear about “the 
new birth, the love and forgiveness of 
God, the cross of Christ’’, according to 
this editorial. They want to hear about 
the “cooperative commonwealth” in 
which men will live without working; 
they want to hear the preaching of 
“social demands’, demands for social- 
istic legislation which will benefit 
themselves. The modern man has no 
sense of personal sin. BUT HE HAS A 
STRONG SENSE OF SOCIETY’S, 
THAT IS OTHER MEN’S, PARTICU- 
LARLY CAPITALISTS’ SINS. 


The Christian Century seems to join 
with Dr. Jones in desiring to give the 
modern man what he wants. “‘The task 
of the Christian Church is to evangelize 
the sense of sin where it exists.” The 
Church should not try to bring sinners 
to repentance. It should not try to im- 
press a sense of sin where none exists, 


It should simply tickle the modem 
man’s vanity by “evangelizing” the 
sense of sin where sinful men have 
seen fit to place it. The masses have 
decided to direct all sense of sin against 
capitalists and capitalism—against the 
system. Hence, the evangelist is sup- 
posed to “evangelize” the sense of sin 
where it exists! 


What does all this mean? Does it not 
mean that evangelists are supposed to 
preach that which is pleasing, that 
which makes them popular, that which 
brings out the crowds. Dr. Jones boasts 
of the large crowds that this form of 
opportunistic evangelism brought forth.

Are you losing or saving your life? 
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Spirit Of Nero Stalks Across Russia

THE Russian Soviet press has 
finished celebrating the twen- 

ty-fifth anniversary of “Pravda”, 

Moscow’s leading daily paper. 


This rigidly censored publication was 
organized by Lenin and Stalin in April 
1912. The manner in which the celebra- 
tion was conducted offers proof of the 
continued restriction of religious free- 
dom regardless of the propaganda re- 
leased in connection with Russia’s so- 
called new “Constitution”. 


Among the many papers and maga- 
zines which printed long editorials 
praising “Pravda”, the articles appear- 
ing in “Bezbozhnik”, official organ of 
the Militant Godless, deserve special 
attention. 


“The godless press,” says this journ- 
al of Atheism, “must, and will learn 
from the Pravda how to fight the en- 
emies of Socialism. THE GODLESS 
PRESS WILL NOT CEASE TO FIGHT 
THE REACTIONARY CLERGY AND 
ITS PROPAGANDA.” 


Blasphemous Drawings 


Along with this editorial, “Bezboz- 
hnik” reproduced a number~of anti-re- 
ligious cartoons which. had~ previously 
appeared in “Pravda”. .These’ drawings 
accuse Christians .as-being the instiga- 
tors of armed assault on Communism. 


That great dissatisfaction now exists 
among the people of my native Russia, 
everyone knows. There would be a. re- 
volt from one end of the Country to 
the other if it was not for the perpetual 
terrorism of the secret police, which 
keeps everybody afraid. 


Judged by all the standards which 
we usually associate with civilization, 
Communism is a rank failure. At the 
present time, the red beasts must have 
someone to blame. They must have a 
scapegoat. This accounts, in no small 
measure, for the renewed persecution 
of Christians since the early part of 
this year. 


It is the story of Nero repeating it- 
self! After burning Rome, the obsessed 
tyrant said the Christians did it. There- 
upon, believers were hunted down like 
animals in all parts of the Roman Em- 
pire. So it is in Russia today! The 
leaders who are guilty of crimes far 
surpassing those of Nero, are seeking 
to blame God’s people for everything 
that goes wrong. 


This is bringing about the literal 
fulfillment of Revelation 13:6-7, “And 
he opened his mouth in blasphemy 
against God, to blaspheme his name, 
and his tabernacle, and them that dwell 
in heaven. And it was given unto him 
to make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them.” 


Two of the many cartoons reproduc- 
ed in “Bezbozhnik” from “Pravda” are 
being published in this issue of The 
Defender. 


_It is most significant that all of these 
pictures were printed long after the 

















“‘Pravda’”’ tries, with this picture, 
to make the Russian masses believe 
that all the dangers which might 
threaten the nation, originate with 
religion. A priest and a Capitalist are 
shown together. (Soviet propagan- 
dists never discuss the fact that, ac- 
cording to best authorities, the Rus- 
sian revolution was financed twenty 
years ago by certain Jewish capitalists 
in Wall Street, New York.) 





Atheists had gained control of the 
Country. This forever answers the 
falsehoods circulated in the United 
States that the killing of Christians 
was confined to the days of the revolu- 
tion twenty years ago. These pictures 
are printed in 1937 to remind the Com- 
munists that their greatest enemies are 
the followers of Jesus Christ. 


The editorial quoted in the fourth 
paragraph of this article is significant 
in several other respects. 


First of all, it was published nearly 
half a year after the Jewish rulers were 
supposed to have guaranteed religious 
freedom to the people of Russia. One 
would think that any kind of a tolerant 
attitude toward religion would restrain 
an anti-religious press from conducting 
open murder propaganda against Chris- 
tians and the clergy. 


Second, “Bezbozhnik” proudly points 
to the fact that the Communist Party 
leaders are the outstanding instructors 
of the world, in the art of persecuting 
and slaughtering Ministers and other 
Bible believers. 


Stalin is not only dictator of the 
Soviet Union, he is also dictator of the 
Communist parties of all other coun- 





tries. “Pravda” is his very own “house 
publication”. Whatever the anti-re- 
ligious press is carrying out, therefore, 
it is learning directly from Stalin and 
his most trusted Jewish helpers. 


Russian Evangelist Murdered 


Before I succeeded in fleeing from 
Russia, I witnessed the wiping out of 
Christian communities which surpassed 
the deeds of Nero, both for brutality 
and effectiveness. There is one case 
in particular which I shall never forget, 
for I knew the victims of this slaugh- 
ter well. 


Jacob Robnoff, a young colonist from 
the Crimea, had consecrated his life 
to Christ when still a young man. I 
had known members of his family many 
years, but I met Jacob for the first 
time in Moscow where he was serving 
in the Red Cross during the -World 
War. His free time he spent perform- 
ing. missionary and evangelistic work 
among soldiers and college students. 


Jacob was a “conscientious objector”. 
He would not have taken up arms 
against anybody, even had he been 
forced to choose between being court 
martialed or joining the ranks of the 
fighting army. 


There was no cannonade or machine 
gun barrage; neither was there any 
kind of contagious disease which could 
keep him from performing his duties 
as a Samaritan. Yet there was no 
power in the world which could force 
this young man to inflict a wound up- 
on his fellow man, even if the latter 
was about to murder his friends and 
family. A more deeply religious and 
sincere person I have never known, 
either in Russia or America. 


After the World War was over 
Jacob Robnoff returned home and be- 
came an evangelist. Gathering a num- 
ber of friends around him and procur- 
ing a tent, he started out to preach and 
to minister to the sick in the typhus 
infested districts of South Russia. 


While staying in. one of the Russian 
villages this party of Christians was 
suddenly surprised by the mobs of 
Trotsky-Bronstein, who at that time 
was Commander-in-chief of the Red 
army. Everybody in the region knew 
that Jacob and his friends had never 
uttered a word against the Soviets. It 
was also well known that he would 
never treat a Bolshevik differently 
from any one else, if the latter came 
for medical help or spiritual help. 


Yet, this good man and his co-work- 
ers—among them nurses who had been 
caring for sick in the villages, were 
literally chopped to pieces by the caval- 
ry of the Soviet. Not one remained 
alive when the raid was over. 


I, like millions of other Russians, 
began asking whether such extermina- 
tion of Christians was to continue for- 
ever under the reign of Communism. 
Would such atrocities eventually cease? 
We tried to make ourselves believe that

the Jews who had suddenly come into 
power were sincerely trying to pro- 
duce a better Russia. 


Was such slaughter of innocents 
merely a method for keeping the pas- 
sions of bloodthirsty mobs aflame 
while actual fighting between the Red 
and White armies was taking place. 
We wanted to hope for the best. But 
before long, we began to understand 
that the new rulers had no love for 
the Country over which they had gain- 
ed control. 


We soon learned that there was no 
hope for those who refused to give up 
their religious beliefs. True enough, 
the marauding red army bands brought 
their reign of terror to a close. But 
then a more organized slaughter set 
in, and this sort of extermination of 
— has not ceased to this very 
ay. 


Jews Hate Christians 


The difference, if there is any, can 
only be found in the methods employed 
by Stalin and his 1937 henchmen. Chris- 
tians are not only persecuted now be- 
cause they are Christians, but the ad- 
ditional charge is being made against 
them that they are “enemies of the 
Soviet State”. 


The Jews know very well that the 
Christian religion is utterly incompati- 
ble with Communism. In order to ap- 
pease the righteous wrath which has 
been steadily rising in foreign coun- 
tries, a meaningless statement contain- 
ing something about “the rights of 
cults” was included in the new “Consti- 
tution”. But those Russian Christians 
who make use of such “rights” are 
known to the authorities as “enemies 
of the Soviet State” and thereby be- 
come subject to persecution. 


That the “Constitution” has in no 
way altered the original attitude of the 
Jewish Herods in Moscow, can be seen 
from the short quotation cited at the 
beginning of this article. and from the 


cartoons which were reproduced from 
“Pravda” in the magazine of the God- 
less during April of this year. 

Young Communists who have grown 
up since the revolutionary war, are led 
to believe that behind every assault 
upon, and criticism of, Soviet Russia, 
there stands one of those hideous and 





unspeakable people called Christians! 


The extermination of believers thus 
becomes the holy duty of every Soviet 
patriot. 


And this is a duplication of Nero’s 
crime against the church of Jesus 
Christ.

Mussolini Promotes Antagonism 
By Special Defender Correspondent in the Holy Land 





(THE first Anniversary of the 

Foundation of the Restored 
Roman Empire was celebrated in 
Rome on the 10th of May. 


The event was attended with indes- 
cribable scenes of rejoicing and pa- 
triotic ceremonies. Undoubtedly the oc- 
casion will be tabulated in unabridged 
Roman history as one of the greatest 
demonstrations of triumph and con- 
structive achievement that the world 
has ever witnessed. 


Punctuating the waving of millions 
of flags and chanting of national 
hymns was Mussolini’s historic speech, 
in which he declared: “Rome and the 
entire inhabitants of Italy will forever 
render tribute to the triumph of the 
soldiers and workmen of our nation, as 
well as to those of Erithrea, Libya and 
Somali, who have engaged in this grand 
war in Africa. 


“We celebrate the first anniversary 
of a new Roman Empire, to brighten 
up our legitimate results with the full 
joy of the people, under the very high 
triple ensign of glory and the power of 
peace. 


“This peace is for you and for the 
whole world. 


“It is an heritage for all those that 
WILL IT, and listen to the high voice 
of profound conscience, and are the 
friends of the people; and for those 
who will lead in this extremity there 
lies in the soil of Africa a mission for 
the Italian millionaires to extend the 
work of civilization, guided by the lic- 
tor (officers bearing the Fascist 
insignia), AND THIS IS NECESSARY 
TO OVERCOME OBSTACLES, PRES- 
ENT AND FUTURE. 


“We, employing our conscience and 
our will, can accomplish this.” 


Thunderous applause and intermin- 
able cries saluted this brief discourse 
of the new Caesar. So great was the 
demonstration that Mussolini was 
obliged to appear many times upon the 


balcony to reply to the passionate ap- 
peal of his subjects. 


Reconstruction Agencies 


“And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors are 
come to the full, a king of fierce coun- 
tenance, and understanding dark sen- 
tences, shall stand up. And his power 
shall be mighty, but not by his own 
power: and he shall destroy wonder- 
fully, and shall prosper, and practise, 
and shall destroy the mighty and the 
holy people. And through his policy 
also he shall cause craft to prosper in 
his hand; and he shall magnify himself 
in his heart, and by peace shall destroy 
many: he shall also stand up against 
the Prince of princes; but he shall be 
broken without hand.” Danie. 8:23-25. 


This is the prophetic horoscope of a 
Superman, possessing a character alto- 
gether unique in history, who will ap- 
pear in “the last end of the indigna- 
tion” (Dan. 8:19). 


He will have great power to rule 
(verse 24) and to “practise” in pros- 
perity. All the constructive agencies 
of his realm will be enlisted to create 
a kingdom of surpassing wealth and 
grandeur (Dan. 11:36-39,43). 


He will enter peaceably upon some 
of the fattest places of the Roman 
province (Dan. 11:24). He will rise out 
of the fourth “kingdom of iron” 
(Rome), as revealed in graphic detail 
in the Book of Daniel. His objects, pur- 
sued with deathless energy and 
vehemence, will be the restoration of 
the Roman Empire, and his own ele- 
vation as a heroic deity—even to the 
re throne of the Almighty. (Dan. 
11:36). 


This man will be the enemy of God 
and of His family upon earth. He will 
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become endued with Dragon (Satanic) 
power (Rev. 13:4), and institute a sys- 
tem by which desolation and death will 
be brought upon all who will not wor- 
ship his living image (Rev. 13:15, 16). 


By peace policy, by craft, by scatter- 
ing the spoil, by a great display of 
military power, and through the na- 
tion’s enlistment of every known re- 
source at hand, Mussolini is rapidly 
spreading the boundaries of the Restor- 
ed Roman Empire, into lands which are 
not tributary to Italy. 


His reconstructive agencies are 
strong and effective; there seems to be 
no successful check to his policy, and 
his orbit of power, with cinema-like 
action, dramatic, spectacular, compass- 
es an ever widening circle in Asia and 
Africa. 


Financial Regimentation 


The Banco Di Roma, (Bank of Rome) 
with a capitalization of 1,200,000,000 
Lira, situated at Orso Umberto No. 
307, in the city of Rome, has become 
the seat of “Immeuble Du Siege Social”, 
and is. organized solely for the purpose 
of systematically operating finance and 
to quickly effect material and social 
activities in Italian colonies and in 
territories not yet under Italian rule. 


An intensive program of development 
is now being followed by Italy in West- 
ern Asia and in Northern and Eastern 
Africa. In the Banco Di Roma is the 
office of Central Control, through 
which Mussolini radiates financial im- 
pulses to hundreds of sub-banking con- 
cerns, not only in Mediterranean coun- 
tries, but in countries adjacent to the 
Red Sea and the Indian Ocean. 


The army of colonial Lictors see that 
Mussolini’s orders are carried out to 
the letter. The dynamic energy of the 
Superman is put into all these activi- 
ties, and miracles of achievement are 
made which astound the reason and 
captivate the senses of the natural 
man. 


During Mussolini’s Ethiopian cam- 
paign, a conception gained world-wide 
currency that the Government of Italy 
was on the verge of bankruptcy. Since 
Mussolini successfully defied the world 
on points of “sanctions”, financial ex- 
perts, statisticians, and the world in 
general have been puzzled over the 
audacity of the Italian program for 
social and material development over 
such an expanse of territory, not only 
in colonial possessions, but in both 
neutral and hostile regions whose gov- 
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ernments did not extend the hand of 
welcome. 


Mussolini is the only man in the 
world who ever has or ever will at- 
tempt such a feat. However, this is the 
spirit of Old Rome, amplified to a great 
degree and upheld by the “god of force” 
(Dan. 11:38)—not only the force of 
war munitions, but the inventive forces 
arising from the genius of science, both 
in the physical and metaphysical realm. 


The question is often asked, How 
does he do it? And many are found 
who unknowingly quote the Bible 
phrase verbatim, “Who is like unto 
him?” (Rev. 13:4). And through his 
policy also he shall cause craft (such 
as manual art, trade, commerce, indus- 
try, etc.) to prosper in his hand (under 
his personal direction or general sup- 
ervision), and he shall magnify him- 
self in his heart.” (Dan. 8:25). 


This latter trait is manifested in the 
colossal statue of himself which he is 
erecting on an eminence in Rome, the 
largest figure of a man that has ever 
been designed. 


Italy Forestalling Isaiah 35 


Mussolini is the acknowledged 
generalissimo of the campaign for 
social and material reconstruction in 
exterior countries. He has put himself 
on record as the ONE to make “the 
desert blossom as the rose.” 


When Roman civilization was over- 
thrown in North Africa, the Arabs cut 
down all the forests which had preserv- 
ed the humidity of the atmosphere and 
the fertility of the soil. The desert 
then rapidly encroached upon the arid 
region divested of its foliage. 


During his visit to North Africa, the 
new Caesar spent a large part of his 
time in inspecting the work which the 
Italian authorities have been pushing 
forward in Libya to wrest it from the 
desert condition in which it has been 
reposing for past centuries. 


This is the process of reclamation: 
Sand dunes are prevented from drifting 
by planting over them esparto grass, in 
patterns of hollow squares. This hardy 
grass, whose Latin name is stipa 
tenacissima (from which paper is 
made) serves the purpose very well; it 
catches in the sand and spreads. 


Then eucalyptus trees and Austral- 
ian acacies are planted, and these at- 
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tract a certain amount of rain during 
the winter season, as well as forming 
leaf mould which fertilizes the ground 
eventually, helping to retain the mois- 
ture. Libya was once a vast granary 
for Rome. Mussolini is restoring it. 


Italian Colonization in Tunisie 


The attention of the world has been 
drawn to the significance of the inau- 
guration of the Italian Imperial Route 
in North Africa, and it would be well 
to examine the relations of this great 
railway to Tunis, the capital city of 
THE FRENCH PROTECTORATE 
TUNISIE, on the Northwest of Libya. 


Tunis has a population of about 234,- 
000, of which 70,000 are Moslems; 27,- 
000 Jews; 25,000 French; 60,000 
Italians; 8,000 Maltese, and the remain- 
der mixed tribes. It will be seen how 
much in excess of the French popula- 
tion is the Italian. 4 


Mussolini is just now utilizing the 
fact of this preponderance of Italian 
influence in Tunis to march into North 
Africa. For more than ten years there 
has been a significant Italian advance 
in the political, economical, and social 
realm of Tunisie, and this colonization 
has eclipsed and endangered French 
prestige, as well as shaken the attach- 
ment of the Beys, or Regency rulers, to 
the French Government. 


France furnishes the army and func- 
tionaries of the Government of Tunisie, 
and should be expected to act as pur- 
veyors of the cantonment, but instead 
of doing so Italy has usurped the field, 
and by agricultural and transportation 
enterprise during the past few years, 
has monopolized both the source and 
means of supply. 


The soil near Tunis has been sys- 
tematically fertilized; in the region of 
Grombalu, agrarian development has 
been intensified; and in Takelusu the 
farming interest so improved, that 
thousands of [Italian laborers have 
found employment, tradesmen have set 
up shops, and artisans and other cap- 
able employees from Italy have been 
called to meet building demands. All of 
these colonists use the Italian 
language. 


A Honeycombing Process 


In the larger centers, such as Tunis, 
Bizerte, Sousse, and Sfax, Italian auto- 
mobile commerce has been introduced, 
together with mechanics of the indust- 
ry, and the influx of competition has 
driven the weaker French auto and 
repair service from the field. 


This manifestation of Roman ag-

gression and penetration has won the 
admiration of the Tuniseans. The 
Italians are regarded as men of action 
as well as capital.. Mussolini’s deliber- 
ate design is to sap the base of French 
colonization power. By attachment to 
the land and liberal commercial facili- 
ties, the conception of the natives in 
the value of a mere political colony 
has been changed. 


In their crusade of amity, the 
activity of the Italians is most notice- 
able. With the Mussulmen they seek 
cordial relations. With the intellectuals 
they encourage by every means pos- 
sible, warm social relations, and in this 
respect the bourgeois are not barred. 
The aristocratic Tuniseans are treated 
as allies. 


The learned Italians assist the Arab 
press and engage heartily in the native 
fetes; they encourage their youths to 
strengthen their friendship with Mus- 
sulmen families, and to distribute free- 
ly books bearing upon the cultural life 
of Italy, stressing the freedom and con- 
tentment of Italian subjects. 


Metamorphosis Of Native Youths 


Italy sustains ten scholastic insti- 
tutes in Tunis, with a possible annual 
enrollment of 10,000 students. For 
indigents there are free scholarship, 
transportation, and medical attention. 


An Italian organization “Bienfais- 
ance Fascista”, operating under the 
Italian Government wing, sells tickets 
during the holiday seasons, entitling the 
holders to admission to the grand cere- 
monies of the Italian controlled schools 
and colleges. The proceeds are devoted 
to provide camps for students in Italy 
and facilities for entertainment under 
the patronage of the Government. 


In the higher Italian schools in Tunis, 
the Fascista culture is more 
pronounced and generous. The youths 
now find it obligatory to subscribe to 
the ideals and regime of the Fascista. 
The masses are too ignorant to ques- 
tion or discuss the reason for this. 


They must pledge affiliation with 
one or another of various organizations: 
Parti Fasciste; Ballnos Abanguordiste 
Giovani; or Organizazione Giovani 
Italiani (O. G. I. E.). The youths are 
taught not to argue, nor to wonder, but 
to believe that ‘whoever links his fate 
with Il Duce, ci est bien fait.” 


Viewing the Italian regime, the older 
generation as a whole are charmed by 
the magnificent organization emanating 
from Rome. They watch the machinery 
‘n motion with undisguised admiration. 
They make no opposition to the disci- 
pline it imposes. 


They even exult—for this is the an- 
swer of Mussolini to his critics. And 
why not revel in the spoil of the con- 
queror, they say. They send their chil- 
dren to Italian schools in enlarging 
bevies, hoping that they may glean 
something of the Superman’s grandiose 
spirit—to lend all-conquering impulse 
to their own rising generation. 


Interactive Agencies 


At present there are three banks 
specially commissioned and at the dis- 


position of the Italian colonies in 
Tunisie, for the consolidation and liqui- 
dation of the agricultural debts. 


The banking and commercial inter- 
ests have so developed that a Chamber 
of Commerce has been instituted, also 
a Chamber each of Agriculture and of 
Arts. There is a hospital denominated 
“Coloniale Garbaldi”, which functions 
without opposition from the French, 
although the inference of the name is 
that Tunisie is already an Italian 
colony. 


The leading daily in Tunis is 
“T’?Unione” in the Italian language, a 
radical exponent of the Fascist regime. 
There are numerous other reviews, pub- 
lications, and periodicals, in Tunisie, 
voicing the propaganda of the Roman 
Superman. 


The spirit of solidarity, sacrifice and 
amity permeates the Parti Fasciste. 
Who can doubt that France is perturb- 
ed at this persistent usurpation of her 
civil prestige in Tunisie, for this coun- 
try, wedging as it does between Italian 
Libya on the East, and French Algeria 
and Morocco on the West, holds the 
strategic key port to the vast posses- 
sions of Northwest Africa. It is well 
known in official circles that Musso- 
lini has his eyes on this desirable ter- 
ritory, as he has upon Egypt and 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 


Tunisie would naturally be a prize 
to Mussolini, since this small, wedge- 
like strip of territory, now socially en- 
gulfed by him, is nearer to Sicily and 


Italy than to France, and, by its pro- 
montory aspect, forms with Sicily nar- 
row straits of prime military import- 
ance, which Mussolini is not slow to 
recognize. . 


What Mussolini is accomplishing in 
North Africa, he is doing with more 
or less variation of details in Bast 
Africa and Sudan; likewise in Pales- 
tine, Lebanon, Syria, Alaouite, Latta- 
quie, and other Mediterranean coun- 
tries. 


Treaties for similar development, un- 
der the nomenclature of “Mission”, 
have been concluded with Yemen and 
other countries in the Arabian penin- 
sula; while Iraq has a longer standing 
“secret” pact with Italy, the throbbing 
impulse of its operation is only being 
felt, especially in the light of recent 
revolutionary events in the Euphrate 
zone of disorder. 


Throughout the world, prophetic 
intuition is telling the saints of God 
that the hour is rapidly approaching 
when the Beast, whose number is 666, 
will soon be unveiled. This feeling is 
shared by all who possess sufficient 
discernment to read the “signs of the 
times”. 


“Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the number 
of the BEAST: for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six hun- 
dred three score and six (666).” Rev. 
13:18. This is the triple incarnation 
. tir with speech like a dragon. (Rev. 
13:11). 





Apostates To The Faith

THE Epistle written by Jude, 
and bearing his name, brief as 

it is, forms one of the most im- 

portant books of the Bible. 


It is an epistle of specific import- 
ance to the last days of the Church 
Age. 

Its location in the New Testament 
is also important. It precedes the Re- 
velation, which describes in detail the 
judgments which are scheduled to come 
upon the world. Jude, in turn, warns 
of the judgments that will fall upon 
the apostate teachers and preachers 
who are faithless to the salvation of 
God purchased by Jesus Christ on Cal- 
vary’s Cross. 

This little book of only one Chapter, 
comprising twenty-five verses, starts 
out by telling to whom the message is 
written. Jude addresses himself to them 
that are “sanctified by God the Father, 
and preserved in Jesus Christ.” 


His purpose in writing the epistle is 
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then stated in verses three and four: 


“Beloved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the common sal- 
vation, it was needful for me to write 
unto you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly CONTEND FOR THE 
FAITH which was once delivered unto 
the saints. 


“For there are certain men crept in 
unawares, who were before of old or- 
dained to this condemnation, ungodly 
men, turning the grace of God into las- 
civiousness, and denying the only Lord 
God, and our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Enemies Within 


While these words have applied to 
different periods of Church history, 
they have a special meaning for the 
end-time of our dispensation. 


It seems that Jude, beginning to 
write concerning the “common salva- 
tion”, was led by the Spirit to give 
warning concerning a certain type of 
ungodly men, and to exhort all faithful 
saints to beware of these false teachers, 
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and, to not only be true to the faith, 
but to earnestly contend for it. 


It will be noticed that these apostates 
were to be found in the church. In fact, 
an “apostate”, is one connected with the 
visible Church by profession while be- 
ing infidel with reference to its funda- 
mental doctrines. 


They are not open and avowed athe- 
ists, but profess to belong to the body 
of Christ, and to have a part in the 
“common salvation”. 


The writer tells us how the apostates 
acquired into the membership of the 
Church. He says: “For certain men 
crept in unawares.” They came in un- 
der false pretense, wearing a mask. 
They were wolves garbed in sheep’s 
clothing. They were false teachers 
speaking lies in hypocrisy. 


After getting into the Church by 
subterfuge, they denied the faith. Then 
they began to influence others, thereby 
spreading their sedition. They wore 
the livery of heaven while denying “the 
only Lord God, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ”’. 


Jude’s description of these apostates 
is indeed vivid. He calls them “clouds 
without water carried about with 
winds; trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, twice dead, plucked up 
by the roots; raging waves of the sea, 
foaming out their own shame; wander- 
ing stars to whom is reserved the black- 
ness of darkness forever.” 


We therefore learn that in the eyes 
of inspiration, it is a serious matter 
when a preacher or Church leader apos- 
tatizes. Jude also says they are “mock- 
ers”, and “murmurers”, and “complain- 
ers”, and “their mouth speaketh great 
swelling words, having men’s persons 
in admiration because of advantage”’. 
In a word, they are men-pleasers, schol- 
arly deceivers, speaking only words 
that the “itching ears” of the carnal 
_ worldly-minded people want to 

ear. 


The epistle, as a whole, is a message 
for the day in which we now live. It 
is a prophetic treatise, peculiarly adap- 
ted for the saints of the present hour. 


“Damnable Heresies” 


The Apostle expressly states that 
such apostates would characterize the 
“last times”. So we have before us 
one of the terrific denunciations of 
present-day apostasy, to be found any- 
where in the Bible. 


The “Higher Criticism” of the last 
half century, and the “Modernism” of 
the present are not new inventions. 
They are simply restatements of age- 
old anti-Christ doctrines. The same 
evil principles that are found in them, 
were in evidence in the Church when 
Jude wrote of the “common salvation”. 
Satan lost no time in sowing the unholy 
seed in the early church, which is now 
yielding such a vicious harvest of tares. 


Today, in denominational schools, col- 
leges, seminaries, pulpits, and through 
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the printed page, attacks are being 
made by these apostates upon all the 
essential doctrines of our “common sal- 
vation”. 


Speaking “great swelling words” of 
scholastic doubt, they would, if it were 
possible, deceive the very elect. 


The Apostle Peter likewise warns of 
these same leaders, and declares that 
they will be successful in leading many 
away from the holy Faith. 


He says: “But there were false pro- 
phets among the people even as there 
shall be false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable here- 
sies, even denying the Lord that bought 
them, and bring upon themselves swift 
destruction. And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways; by reason of 
whom the truth shall be evil spoken of.” 
(2 Peter 2:1-2). 

“Damnable heresies”! What does this 
mean? Here are some that are being 
boldly proclaimed in church and pul- 


pits. Denial of the Virgin Birth and 
Deity of Jesus Christ. Denial that 
Christ is God manifest in the flesh. 
Denial of the Resurrection of our Lord. 
Denial of the Blood Atonement for sin. 
Denial of the authenticity and infalli- 
bility of the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God. Denial of the doctrine of 
Christ’s return. 


Notice the word “denial” as used 
here. The philosophy of the apostates 
is essentially negative. They are “de- 
niers”. They are destroyers. They 
build nothing; they only tear down. 


They may be pastors of skyscraper 
churches, or presidents and professors 
of great schools, or heads of ecclesias- 
tical bodies, or leaders of large organi- 
zations like the “Federal Council of 
Churches”, but to Jude they are plain 
ordinary apostates whose “destruction” 
is certain. 


Jude did not shrink from declaring 
— Turn To Page 14. 
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the whole counsel of God. His epistle 
is a tornado from the beginning to end. 
He tears away the hypocritical robes of 
the apostates and shows their true 
character so that the saints need not 
be deceived. He accuses them of speak- 
ing “evil of the things they know not.” 
They are spiritually dead, never having 
been born again. They are “brute 
beasts, having not the Spirit.” 


This is strong language, but it comes 
from an Apostle! 


Cain, Balaam, Korah 


“Woe unto them,” he continues, “for 
they have gone in the way of Cain, 
and ran greedily after the error of 
Balaam for reward, and perished in 
the gainsaying of Core.” 


The apostates of today, as well as 
those of ancient times, have “gone in 
the way of Cain”. They have religion 
but, like Cain’s, it is bloodless. Cain 
is a type of the natural, unregenerated 
man who professes to be a Christian 
but rejects the atoning blood of Christ. 
xa such have religion but not salva- 
ion! 


Balaam is the type of the false Min- 
ister who compromises the truth for 
money. He is willing and careful to 
speak smooth words and will prophesy 
falsely as long as the purse-strings of 
the ungodly are being unloosed. He 
loves and takes the “wages of unrighte- 
ousness”. 


The sin 6f Korah (Core) was in re- 
jecting God’s appointed High Priest 
and coming to God in his own name. 
aan _— is recorded in Numbers 


Korah, Dathan, and Abiram were not 
priests. They had no right to come in- 
to the presence of God except through 
the priesthood of Aaron. But they ig- 
nored God’s way and the intercession of 
Aaron, and brought strange fire before 
the Lord. 


What was wrong about this? Aaron, 
in his priestly office, was a type of Him 
Who was to come, even the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, God’s Great High Priest. 
In refusing to come to God through the 
intercession of the High Priest Aaron, 
these men were rebelling against tie 
High Priest Who was to come. 


Likewise, our modern apostates deny 
that the Lord Jesus Christ, as our 
Great High Priest, offered Himself as 
a perfect sacrifi¢e for sin upon Cal- 
vary’s Cross, and having risen from 
the dead, is at the right hand of God 
the Father as our Intercessor. They 
are following in the way of Korah, and 
will perish as surely as he perished. 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween “the way of Cain” and “the er- 
ror of Balaam”, and “the gainsaying 
of Core.” 


“Hidden Rocks” 


Jude told the early Church that these 
were “spots in your love feasts”. The 
original term here means “hidden 
rocks”. How dangerous to the mariner 
are “hidden rocks”. They are not mark- 
ed on the chart by which he steers his 
ship. They lie beneath the surface of 


the water. 


Even, so with the Modernistic apos- 
tates of today. Atheists, are recogniz- 
ed, because they are out in the open. 
They are marked on the chart. 


But with these wolves in sheep’s 
clothing, it is different. They are hid- 
den in the ranks of the Church. THEY 
ARE TO THE CHURCH WHAT 
“HIDDEN ROCKS” ARE TO THE 
MARINER. They profess to be what 
they are not! 


They are in the pulpit and pose as 
Ministers of Christ. They speak of 
Jesus Christ, and God, and prayer, and 
the Bible, while denying every essen- 
tial and revealed doctrine of the divine 
plan of redemption. 


Jude says many other things about 
them. He points to the prophecy of 
Enoch, the seventh from Adam. This 


saint who walked with God, looked 
down the long vista of the prophetic 
years and saw the deceivers of our day, 
and prophesied concerning them, say- 
ing: 

“Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints, to execute 
judgment upon all, and to convince all 
that are ungodly among them of all 
their ungodly deeds which they have 
ungodly committed, and of all their 
hard speeches which ungodly sinners 
have spoken against him.”

Life In A Soviet Prison

SOVIET censorship has become 

very strict in order to prevent 
publication of the truth about 
conditions in Russia. 


Every effort is made to keep such 
facts as I am publishing in this article, 
from reaching other countries. But 
there are leaks in their censorship and 
the truth is being made known. 


People in Russia have become ex- 
tremely cautious with their words and 
writings. I will now tell about Russio- 
nov, who has gone through horrible ex- 
periences, and who has given up hopes 
of living on more than one occasion. 
He boldly informs me as follows; risk- 
ing life in doing so. Here is what he 
says: 

* * * * 


Ww: were sitting in the Loubyanka, 
the prison of the GPU, the secret 
police of Soviet Russia. (I know this 
prison. For years always it has been 
a place of horror. The Author.) 
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We were four men in our cell. One 
of them was one of the leaders of the 
Communist Youth League, the “Com- 
somol”. The other was an old friend 
of Lenin. Both were accused of being 
“Trotskyites”. 


The prison at this time was over 
crowded with former dignitaries of the 
Soviet administration. In the cell next 
to ours was a former Soviet ambassa- 
dor who not long ago represented the 
Soviet Union at an international con- 
ference. The GPU had framed up a 
plot against the life of Stalin in order 
to rid the administration of all such 
elements, whom Stalin did not trust 
fully. 


The atmosphere in the prison was 
extremely tense. Not a sound could be 
heard. The thick runners covering the 
floors of the corridors even silenced the 
steps of the guards. Only now and then 
the metal cover over the observation 
hole in the door would open with a clat- 
ter, and an eye would scrutinize us. 
We had nothing to read, and we were 
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not even permitted to speak with each 
other. 


For days we sat like frozen statues 
on our benches. Every night the two 
mentioned above were led out of our 
cell for questioning. The leader of the 
Communist Youth would soon return 
completely crushed. Only to slump 
down on his bench, and to sob sound- 
lessly, with his hands covering his face. 


The other man (the former friend of 
Lenin) was occasionally kept out of the 
cell for a whole night and day. He was 
a sturdy, gray haired man of about 60. 
He had been an exile in Siberia during 
the days of the Czar. While there, he 
had become a friend of Lenin, with 
whom he later also shared exile abroad. 


During the revolution he had not 
played an important role, however, for 
he was more a theorist than a practical 
revolutionist. Of late years he has been 
occupied with writing the history of 
the Communist Party. He was a high- 
ly esteemed member of the “Old Bol- 
shevik Circle” which not long ago was 
dissolved by Stalin. 


He had had the misfortune to write 
a scientific analysis of the Communist 
Party revolt in 1917 at Petrograd; in 
it he described correctly the role that 
Stalin played. That is, he had not rank- 
ed Stalin’s achievements high enough, 
and now he sat in prison, accused of 
being a “Trotskyist”. 


The man had a very strong charac- 
ter and will, which had been steeled by 
former hardships and experiences. The 
GPU, no doubt, had great difficulty in 
dealing with him. But he could tell 
very little. When he spoke, he did so 
loudly, and without heeding the threats 
3 the guards who would try to silence 

im. 


The former leader of the Communist 
Youth League was silenced by force 
when he would weep audibly. The old 
man would then look with contempt at 
him. Though he seemed to stick to his 
Communist convictions, he was associ- 
ating himself much more with us — 
who were open counter revolutionists — 
than with his Party colleague. 


“Perhaps you are right after all,” 
he once said to us after he had come 
back from being questioned, “and I am 
nothing but an old ass. A fine happi- 
ness we have brought upon the earth! 
Such a fine happiness that the death by 
torture is longing for us!” 


One night was especially hideous. The 
old member of the “Lenin Guards” had 
been taken out for questioning at eight 
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o’clock in the evening. All the time, 
that day, keys were rattling; steel doors 
were being slammed thunderously, and 
hushed voices and hasty steps could 
constantly be heard from the corridors. 


This was usually a sign that the GPU 
was emptying the cells of those con- 
demned to death, or was preparing a 
large transport of prisoners for their 
journey into exile. Yet for this, it 
was too late in the day. Most probably 
they were emptying the cells of those 
to be executed, we were thinking with 
heavy hearts. 


Downstairs a motor was rumbling. 
The assertion has always been made 
that this is proof that people are be- 
ing executed; the GPU turns on the 
motor to drown out shrieks and the 
shooting. Veiled in darkness, we were 
sleeplessly hovering on our benches, 
waiting breathlessly for what was to 
come. 


Then, suddenly, our door was thrown 
open, and the old man was pushed in- 
to the cell. He was very agitated, and 
trembled all over, probably from indig- 
nation. “Oh, these scoundrels! Oh, 
these villains! And that’s what we 
have been fighting and suffering for, 
we fools!” he kept muttering. 


The Cork Cell 


He had hardly had time to stretch 
out on his bench, when the door open- 
ed again. “Come out for questioning,” 
the guard addressed him curtly. 


“Are you crazy?” the old man re- 
torted hotly. “I just returned from be- 
ing questioned.” 


“Come out for questioning, I am tell- 
ing you,” the guard shouted angrily. 
“And don’t bother about dressing!” 
With these words he took hold of the 
old man and pushed him through the 
door, shutting it with a bang. And 
again silence surrounded us. 


“Undressed,” murmured the Commu- 
nist Youth leader, “that means... .” 
and he fell silent. We understood wha 
he meant: what would one need cloth- 
ing for in another world? 


At this moment the silence was in- 
terrupted by cries and a shuffle, as if 
people were fighting among themselves. 
And then we could hear the old man 
cry out: “Don’t beat, don’t beat, you 
scoundrels!” he shouted, “Comrades in 
the cells, protest! Here a prisoner is 
being mistreated!” 


Dead silence answered him. Shame 
drove the blood hot to my face, and 
I jumped up. One of the men in the 
cell whispered, “This is not a prison 
of the Czar. They will not tolerate 
any protest.” 


About a quarter of an hour later the 
old Communist was brought back into 


the cell. He was incapable of walking 
alone, and two guards were leading him. 
He looked terrible. His bare chest and 
face were scratched and bleeding. He 
couldn’t hold his head up; and his eyes 
were closed. The guards threw him 
onto his bench. There he remained in 
— groaning as if critically wound- 
ed. 


By morning he was somewhat better 
and was now creating a furore. “I pro- 
test,” he shouted, beating at the iron 
door with his feet. “This is torture! 
They put me into the cork cell! Me, 
a member of the (Communist) Party 
for over twenty years! These hang- 
men!” Then he grabbed a pencil and 
pieces of paper and wrote notes to the 
chief prosecutor and the secretary of 
the Party, stating that he was on a 
hunger strike in protest to the tortur- 
ing of a prisoner. 


“A land of freedom; and cork cells! 
Not even the regime of the Czar had 
them!” he raved. The guard came, 
read the notes he had written, tore them 
into bits and threw them into the old 
man’s face. He answered this with an- 
other wrathful outbreak. 


We knew what cork cells were, from 
others. Each time victims who had 
been in them, would talk with horror 
about their experiences; their hair 
would raise in terror. And now we were 
facing a man who had just come out. 
He could not be recognized again, and 
yet, he had been in the cork cell for 
not more than ten or fifteen minutes 
at the most. 


I was shuddering! Fifteen to twenty 
minutes is the longest they can leave 
a person in a cork cell, for no heart is 
capable of enduring it longer. But this 
I did not know then. The old Communist 
did not know it either. 


Disillusioned 


“I am an old man,” he was talking 
to himself, lying on his bench now, “and 
I have a weak heart. I got it in Si- 
beria; in Siberia, where I suffered so 
you could now be my hangmen. .. . 
Put me to the wall, a shot, and all wiil 
be over. . . But why torture me, you 
devils?” 

“A plot against Stalin? I shall nev- 
er soil my hands on your Stalin! A 
confession you want of me?” Turning 
to the leader of the Young Communist 
League, he said: “Comrade, you must

_ “First they talked to me in hypocri- 
tical phrases. Then they exiled me. 
I just laughed, for I had been in Si- 
beria for ten years before. But that 
was a different Siberia. Not one like 
we have now, where even dogs starve 


to death. Then they threatened to 
shoot me. All right, shoot! I am a- 
shamed to live like this! And now the 


cork cell for me! 


“The hangmen grabbed me — didn’t 
you hear me call out? Not one of you 
dogs answered! .... they lifted me up 
by my arms and threw me into a cell 
illuminated by red light. I fell and, 
as I remember now, I was surprised 
that my fall did not produce the slight- 
est noise. My first thoughts were hap- 
py. How nicely warm here, I reflected. 
If I only could take a good, long sleep 
here. Perhaps they put me into soli- 
tary confinement. 


“But why this red light? The strange 
wall, and floor? And then I suddenly 
felt how my breath stopped short; how 
I was choking. The cork cell! — I re- 
alized. My heart already began to beat 
furiously. The heat was becoming un- 
bearable, and everything in my mouth 
was getting dry. A horrible itching 
tore at my throat and mv body, so that 
I scratched myself until I was bleeding. 
Cramps were contorting my limbs, and 
out of the red light horrible. weird, 
images stared at me: like devils with 
protruding tongues. Thev grew, these 
images, became larger than mv own 
head and bodv. The walls were closing 
in on me, and I had a feeling as if thev 
were smothering me. I cried out and 
lost consciousness. 


“Terrible, terrible!” Sweat was drip- 
ping from the old man’s forehead. 
“That’s how I, when still a boy, pictur- 
ed Hell to myself. I am not a weakling, 
I can stand anything. But not this 
horrible moment when the walls close 
in on you, and smother you.” 


He breathed heavily. “Oh, my God,” 
he then resumed again, “and that was 


our dream! We thought that we were 
fighting for humanity! What a decep- 
tion.” 


“In the evening the whole was repeat- 
ed; his struggle in the corridor; his 
cries, and twenty minutes later an un- 
conscious body. This lasted three or 
four days; I do not remember exactly. 
I thought that I myself would go in- 
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sane. The leader of the Communist 
Youth League had become like an aged 
person. 

The last time they had to carry the 
old man out of the cell. He could not 
walk anymore. They did not bring him 
back. The next morning a guard came 
and took all his possessions. Was he 
dead, or did he confess, and involve 
others — some innocent people? And 
that was our dream, the great decep- 


tion! The vilest deception of history. 
* * * * 
So, we have allowed Russinov 


to tell his story. In the sixteenth Cen- 
tury we had a Czar whom Russian his- 
tory named “Ivan, The Terrible”. It 
was a frightful time for many of his 
high officials. If this Czar suspected 
arenes he simply had his head chopped 
off. 


It seems that Russia is passing 
through another such period. Years 
ago, Lenin made the following state- 
ment: “If, together with one guilty per- 
son, eleven innocent ones are executed 
that matters little, as long as the guil- 
ty one, too, has been hit.”

Some people are opposed to what is 
called “religion in politics”, but if we 
are good citizens we must put religion 
into politics. This can be done without 
compromise on the part of those who 
walk humbly before their God. “Putting 
religion into politics’ began in this 
country when the Pilgrim fathers 
sought to erect a government under 
which they could worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own con- 
science. 
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A good citizen is a man who loves 
— first, his country next, and himself 
ast. 


A good citizen will be willing at all 
times to obey and defend the laws that 
have been made to protect society. 


Perhaps never before in the history 
of this nation, has good citizenship been 
challenged to use its powers of moral 
and patriotic objectives, as it is being 
challenged today. 


The matter of change in the Supreme 
Court, wanted by President Roosevelt, 
should concern every true American. 
Every effort to gain dictatorship in the 
United States should be met with full- 
est opposition. 


Citizenship is the right of every per- 
son who wants to live a free and happy 
life. This has not always been recog- 
nized, and is not everywhere admitted 
even today. In the past, a large part of 
the human race were slaves, and were 
not counted as citizens.

of his personal beliefs. 


Citizenship is a personal matter. Ev- 
ery one of us must face the duties and 
responsibilities of citizenship as well as 
enjoy the blessings that it brings to 
us. 


Some people are always willing to Jet 
others carry the responsibility of look- 
ing after elections, serving in town of- 
fices, and doing the work that needs to 
be done for the public welfare; but 
these are not the best citizens. If we 
are to enjoy the benefits of the com- 
munity in which we live, we should be 
willing to share its responsibility. 


A good citizen will be honest about 
his taxes. No one, I presume, has ever 
enjoyed paying taxes, and it is easy for 
people to conceal possessions to evade 
taxes.

A good citizen will say good things a- 
bout his country, rather than things 
against it. This, of course, does not 
mean that we should blind ourselves to 
the faults of our country and its gov- 
ernment. Blind patriotism which says, 
“My country; right or wrong,” is not 
the best. 


Did you ever read Scott’s reflection 
on the man who is not loyal to his coun- 
try! 
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“Breathes there the man with soul 
so dead, 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land! 
Whose heart hath ne’er within him 
burn’d 


As home his footsteps he hath 
turn’d, 

From wandering on a_ foreign 
strand! 

If such there breathe, go mark him 
well; 


For him no minstrel raptures swell; 
High though his titles, proud his 


name, 
Boundless his wealth as wish can 
claim, 
Despite those titles, powers, and 
pelf, . 


The wretch, concentred all in self, 

Living, shall forfeit fair renown, 

And, doubly dying, shall go down 

To the vile dust from whence he 
sprung, 

Unwept, unhonored, and unsung.” 


A good citizen will be a square dealer 
with his fellow men. If he is in busi- 
ness he will be honest; if he is in pub- 
lic office, he will be faithful to his oath 
of office, and delight in serving the peo- 
ple; if he is a voter, he will cast his 
vote according to informed personal 
convictions.

A good citizen will have his eyes 
open to see the evils abroad in the land, 
and will strive to do his duty, and speak 
and work against all evil things.

ANTHONY, a young educated Navajo, 
comes often to visit our little mis- 
sion station, Beth-hanan.

—_ been held over him because of his 
illness. 


One evening he sat in our home and 
as we talked of God he looked out the 


window at the mountain peaks and said: 
“My people pray to those peaks for me 
when I was bleeding at the lungs and 
I get well.” 









“Do you really believe that, Antho- 
ny?” we asked. 


“Yes, I believe it. I had bad sickness 
last winter; the Navajos ‘sing’ over me, 
and I take sweat baths and get well.” 


“Don’t you think the sweat baths had 
much to do with taking away your 
cold?” 


To which he replied, “Don’t know— 
maybe,” with his usual giggle of em- 
barrassment. 


While we were examining his neck 
he revealed to us that he was worried 
and afraid of his people. He said: 
“When I was bleeding at my lungs, a 
_— man was mad at me; he caus- 
ed it.” 


“Caused it? What do you mean?” 


“He put my spit in a graveyard, and 
I got sick. A lady medicine maker 
told me the reason I was bleeding at 
the lungs was that a medicine man was 
mad at me prayed to the god of eternity 
that my lungs would bleed, and they 
did. She told me to see another woman 
who would find out more about it for 
me. I go over there. She shake her 
hands and find out that the medicine 
man put my spit in a graveyard and 
said we would have to find the grave 
where the spit is. She pray and find 
out way over there is the grave. She 
put sacred corn pollen on her hand and 
arm. We walk over there, and she 
reach down to pick up the spit. Then 
after the spit was found, I get well.” 


“What do you think now, Anthony?” 


“I think maybe some medicine man 
mad at me again — that’s why my neck 
is sore.’ 


We assured him that there was no 
danger of such, and that no one had 
picked up his spit and put it in a grave 
to make him sick. We were glad he 
was willing a few days later for our 
Mission nurse to open the abscess and 
let it drain. a 


Yet there is a question in his mind. 
It is slow in draining, and he said re- 
cently: “Maybe if I do like Navajos 
do and take sweat bath it get well.” 
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Sunday morning he came to Sunday 
School, but not properly dressed. His 
hair was uncombed; his shirt dirty. As 
he sat down he said, “I just got up.” 
Evidently he was afraid that if he did- 
n’t come he would miss out. Taking 
his Navajo Bible from his hip pocket, 
he settled down to study the Scriptures. 
He earnestly attempted to read, and in 
answer to the question whether he un- 
derstood, replied “Lilla bit. I have to 
have good learning to build on before 


I believe. When I get good learning, 
I be a Christian.” 


We covet your earnest prayers for 
this young man that he may soon find 
deliverance from these fears of heathen- 
ism through our Lord Jesus Christ for 
“perfect love casteth out all fear.”

He knew the people should 
repent. In their stupidity they only 
laughed at him. They thought he spoke 
of an imaginary danger. 


“According to my opinion, the 
prophecy of Christ Jesus spoken in 
Matthew 24:37-39 is now in fulfillment. 
What shall we do? We can only do as 
Noah did — herald the warning cry! 


“And this heralding, I am doing ev- 
erywhere, even as Paul exhorted Tim- 
othy: ‘Preach the word; be instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine. For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine; 
but after their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables. But watch thou 
in all things, endure afflictions, do the 
work of an evangelist, make full proof 
of thy ministry.’ 

“The time I close this letter is 11:50 
p.m., very near midnight. Tomorrow 
morning at 7:50 I shall leave for Berea 
(see Acts 17:10) and west Macedonia 
on another long missionary trip.”

The Gold of Our Land

OLD worth $9,000,000,000.00, the 

greatest accumulation of the yellow 
metal ever gathered into one pile, will 
soon occupy the underground deposit at 
Fort Knox, Ky., where it will be sur- 
rounded by armed forces of men and 
the most deadly weapons of science. 


The gold storage building occupies 
10,000 square feet, and the gold itself 
a vault 40 by 64 feet. The walls and 
roof of the building are of granite and 
are two feet thick. There are four 
machine gun “pillboxes” mounted on 
the outer walls in which guards will be 
on 24-hour duty. Elaborate “electric” 
ears and other equipment will aid the 
watchers in guarding the hoard of bul- 
lion stored within the walls. 


In an 18 inch space which surrounds 
the building are mirrors so arranged 
that guards may at all times see just 
what is taking place in minute detail. 
Two water filled moats encircle the 
structure and are provided with a de- 
vice to permit flooding of underground 
vaults in time of danger. The cost of 
the depository was $524,000.00. 


The force of guards and other em- 
ployes number 1,300. Thus it can readi- 
ly be seen that the maintenance is go- 
ing to cost the nation a huge sum of 
money each year, which means more 
taxes for our citizens. The government 
also has a smaller but similar depository 
at Denver, Colorado. 


It is well to state here that the Uni- 
ted States Treasury owns the gold; the 
gold backs the certificates held by the 
twelve Federal Reserve banks; the gold 
certificates back the Federal Reserve 
notes which are the major circulating 
medium of the country. This country’s 
$11,700,000,000.00 (eleven billion, seven 
hundred million) hoard of gold puts the 
cache of other nations in the pygmy 
class. And I trust to be pardoned for 
suggesting it, but we humans seem to 
be very queer creatures at times: First 
we dig the gold out of the earth with 
much labor and heavy expense—then 
we put it back into the earth and guard 
it there at much greater cost! Why not 
leave it there in the first place? 


On January 13th, this year, a crew 
of Treasury employes, guarded in the 


— 
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new bomb-proof depository by an army 
of secret service men and postal in- 
spectors, checked $200,000,000.00 in 
gold bullion which had been shipped 
from the Philadelphia mint. A special 7- 
car train transported the gold. A 
thousand soldiers were stationed along 
the one-mile road from the train to the 
depository. 


And on April 8rd another govern- 
ment train carrying gold bullion in the 
amount of $150,000,000.00 was shipped 
from New York over a secret route to 
the Fort Knox subterranean stronghold. 
This brought the amount shipped from 
the Government Assay Office in recent 
weeks to $510,000,000. Altogether a 
billion or more is destined to depart 
from New York. 


In the shipment of the $150,000,000. 
mentioned above, fifty trucks rolled 
swiftly through the night from the 
Assay Office to the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion; twenty-five infantry men with 
rifles and fixed bayonets guarded the 
gold at the station. Each convoy of gold 
trucks was guarded by twenty police- 
men on motorcycles, two police radio 
cars, and a detective squad car, besides 
armed federal guards. 


For the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with the subject, we will state 
that a standard gold bar measures 6% 
by 8% by 1% inches and weighs 400 
troy ounces. At this writing the price 
of gold is $34.70 = ounce which would 
make each gold bar worth the sum of 
$13,880.00. Gold shipments are rela- 
tively expensive because they must be 
carefully packed to avoid scratching 
and so closely guarded. 

And, so the nation protects its hoard 
of precious yellow metal with under- 
ground bomb-proof vaults, machine 
guns, armed guards and soldiers, tele- 
phones and radios, motorcycles and 
every device known to man to prevent 
robbery. In its protection of the metal 
the government spares neither pain nor 
money—while our real gold, a thing 
more precious than all the yellow shin- 
ing metal of the world, it leaves un- 
guarded, unprotected! Our greatest 
treasure, THE YOUTH OF AMERICA, 
is left unguarded. 


Now, we cannot, of course, value our 
girls and boys at so much an ounce as 
we do the yellow metal. But we must 
gauge their value by their character; 
by the benefit we expect them to be to 
the nation when grown. 


Alcohol destroys the brain and makes 
men and women easy prey for all man- 
ner of vice and corruptive practices un- 
fitting them for good citizens. Today 
liquor flows too freely in our land and 
sad to relate the young people are the 
biggest drinkers. 


They are being undermined for great 
or noble achievement. Our nation would 
be taking a far wiser course if it devo- 
ted less time to its hoard of metal gold 
and began guarding its youth. For 
what is a country profited if it keeps 
its hoard of bullion and loses its young 
men and women? And, lose them it 
most certainly will if the present state 
of nation wide drunkenness is allowed 
to continue. 


It is a shameful thing for any nation 
to guard and protect gold bullion while 
it allows its youth to be corrupted. The 
strength and the wealth of civilization 
lie not in hoarded: gold but in the 
character of its young men and women. 
They are the GOLD OF OUR LAND!

God Feeds A People 
Ex. 16:11-20; 17:3-6

EAR for food did not turn their 

hearts to God, but against God; 
they began to murmur, crying out that 
they wished, from the bottom of their 
hearts, that they had stayed in Egypt, 
when, so they said, “we sat by the 
flesh-pots, when we did eat bread to 
the full.” What a perverted, deliberate 
false statement: not a word about their 
slavery, not a word of their beatings, 
not a word about the prostrations in 
the burning heat of the quarries. 


However much labor may be spent 
in attempting to discover some natural 
product corresponding to the manna 
of the Old Testament, the miraclous- 
ness of this daily provision of food can 
never be escaped. “It was not found 
under the tamarisk trees, but on the 
surface of the wilderness generally 
after the disappearance of the dew. It 
fell in sufficient quantities to feed daily 
an immense multitude (about 300 tons 
required daily to feed this army of 
Israelites); it adjusted itself automati- 
cally to the household needs of each 
person who gathered it; it did not fall 
on the Sabbath day; it was not confined 
to wet years or to the districts on the 
west, but lasted continuously for forty 
years, throughout the whole journey- 
ings of the Israelites to the border 
of Canaan; if kept over for the second 
day, it putrefied, except when it was 
kept over the Seventh day, when no 
putrefaction appeared” (Driver). 


Our Lord is the Manna that came 
down from heaven (John 6:31-63). Both 
the manna and Christ are gifts of God. 
One fed the body, while Christ feeds 
and sustains the soul. Both satisfied 
that which they were intended to nour- 
ish, one the body, and the other the 
soul. The manna was not redemption; 
the children of Israel were redeemed. 
They needed the manna to maintain 
their life after redemption. Feeding on 
Christ is not a synonym for salvation. 
It is an experience needed every day 
by those whom Christ has delivered, 
that they might have strength with 
which to walk uprightly before God, as 
His redeemed children. 


Verse 17:6. A rock would seem the 
last place to choose for the storage of 
water. But God’s cupboards are in 
very unlikely places. Ravens bring food. 
The prime minister of Egypt gives 
corn. Cyrus lets go the people of Israel 
from Babylon. The Jordan heals the 
leper. Meal makes poisoned pottage 
wholesome. Wood makes iron swim. A 





Samaritan binds up the wounds and 
saves the life of the pillaged traveller. 
Joseph of Arimathea buries the sacred 
body in his own new tomb.

God Gives Laws To A Nation 


Ex. 20:1-17

MTMHE Ten Commandments originated 

with God. They are spoken by 
God’s own mouth, inscribed with His 
divine hand (Ex. 24:12; 31:18; Deut. 
5:22); they are preserved in the ark 
as no other laws are preserved (Ex. 
40:3, 20; I Kings 8:9); our Lord refers 
to them as the commandments (Mt. 19: 
17, etc.). 


Generally it has been recognized that 
the first four laws make up the first 
group, speaking of man’s relationship 
to God; while the remaining six laws 
make up the second group, dealing with 
the fundamental aspects of man’s rela- 
tionship to his fellowmen. The first 
four laws concern the subject of man’s 
worship of God—the object of worship, 
the form of worship, the spirit of wor- 
ship, and the principal time for wor- 
ship. In the second group, the first 
five of the six commandments refer to 
man’s acts or intents, while the last 
refers strictly to his thinking. 


The First Commandment is a direct 
prohibition of every form of worship 
which does not have for its object the 
Jehovah of the Old Testament, who 
is the Father of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. The Second forbids the 
making of any image of God or of 
other creatures to worship and serve. 
The Third condemns using God’s name 
empty of all significance; perpetually 
making use of the name of the Lord, 
while the life does not square with the 
profession that is made. The Fourth 
Commandment is not repeated in any 
definite passage in the New Testa- 
ment, but it should also be remembered 
that it is explicitly said that the Lord 
Jesus regularly attended the services 
of the synagogue on the Sabbath day, 
thereby Himself observing it. 


Perhaps no sign of the present time 
is more sad than the breaking of the 
Fifth Commandment, the prevalence of 
disobedience on the part of children to 
parents during the days of childhood, 
and lack of reverence and respect when 
once the restraints of home have been 
left behind. 


The Sixth teaches that life is of God. 
To take it, as to give it, is His preroga- 
tive. Man has no right to do so, save 
where immediately delegated to the 
work by the express command of the 





Most High. Next we have the Seventh 
which safeguards the highest earthly 
relationship, and conditions in strength 
and purity the holy and sacred office 
of the procreation of life. 


The Eighth recognizes the true rights 
of property, the rights of love and 
work, and forbids the possession of 
anything save upon the condition of 
obedience to these laws. The Ninth 
Commandment guards the reputation; 
and, closes the door of opportunity 
against unworthy men, who might seek 
to enter therein upon false testimony. 


The final word utters its solemn 
warning against sin in the inner and 
hidden life. This commandment may be 
broken without knowledge of any hu- 
man being. Sooner or later this also 
will reveal itself in some overt act, and 
therein lies at once the importance of 
the commandment.

The Place of Religion in a 


Nation's Life 
Ex. 25:1, 2, 8, 9; 29:48-46; 40:34-38 


HERE is a religious instinct in man 

caused by a guilty conscience. But 
by reason of his sin this religious in- 
stinct is incapable of originating a 
single element of true religion. 


The tabernacle was for a_ saved, 
separated, sanctified people. God had 
brought them out of Egypt, redeemed 
them with blood and separated them 
from the Egyptians and set them apart 
for Himself. How He prescribes the 
manner and means of their approach to 
and fellowship with Himself. The 
tabernacle was God’s meeting-place 
with His redeemed people. 


Eight times in the record of the 
actual setting up of the tabernacle we 
read that it was done “as the Lord 
commanded Moses”. Nothing was left 
to man’s invention, nothing was added, 
nothing omitted. God was His own de- 
signer. 

The sanctuary was to be built 
through offerings, not by a tax. There 
was to be no constraint or coercion. 
The Hebrew is literally rendered: “On 
the part of every one whom his heart 
drove.” 


The people brought much more than 
enough for the service of the works 
which the Lord commanded to be made. 
So the people were restrained from 
bringing (Ex. 36:5-6). What a rebuke 
to our too general parsimony is here. 


Israel’s offering to the tabernacle 
was a willing offering: and it is the 
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will spiritualized, subdued, and sweetly 
captivated to the yoke of Christ, that 
constitutes the seat and source of all 
true charity. 


Only His people, not strangers, could 


furnish the materials. And they had 
to give with the heart. The same 
principle holds good in the New Testa- 
ment. The support of the Lord’s work 
by unsaved people and the methods of 
the world is wrong; it has not the 
blessing of God. 


The importance of the tabernacle is 
seen by recalling that while but two 
chapters are given to the account of 
the creation of the world, sixteen are 
given to the construction of the taber- 
nacle. Too many see in the tabernacle 
something purely Jewish only, instead 
of seeing therein a wonderful picture 
of our redemption.

God Condemns Intemperance 


Lev: 10:1, 2, 8-11; Prov. 81:4, 5; 
~ Isa. 28:1-8; Rom. 14:21. 





HE sin of Nadab and Abihu, in the 

form in which it was committed, 
can never be repeated; but, as regards 
its inner nature and essence, no sin has 
been in all ages more common, for 
the essence of their sin was this—that 
it was self-worship; worship in which 
they consulted not the revealed will of 
God regarding the way in which He 
would be served, but their own fancies 
and inclinations. 


They apparently imagined that the 
fragrance of their incense as a symbol 
of adoration and prayer was sufficient 
to excuse neglect of strict obedience to 
the revealed will of God touching His 
own worship. When one goes into 
many a church and chapel, and sees the 
multitude of remarkable devices by 
which, as is imagined, the worship and 
adoration of God is furthered, it must 
be confessed that it certainly seems as 
if the generation of Nadab and Abihu 
was not yet extinct. 


We are also here told that high 
position confers no immunity when a 
man sins; least of all, high positions 
in the church. On the contrary, the 
greater the exaltation in spiritual 
honor and privilege, the more strictly 
will a man be held to account for every 
failure to honor Him who exalted him. 


Our lesson consists of various por- 
tions of Scripture which illustrate how, 
in one way or another, alcohol is a 
social foe, incapacitating men for ren- 
dering the service of which they are 
capable, and bringing evil results in its 
train. 


A few days ago we saw a picture of 
a New York liquor store, beside which 
was an insurance office. The insurance 
office displayed a sign, “If you drink 
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don’t drive,” and the liquor store ex- 
hibited an alluring display of drinks to 
men, most of whom drive. In olden days 
a man could often rely on a faithful 
horse or other beast to take him home 
even if he was drunk; but nobody has 
yet invented an automobile with the 
sense of a horse. The driver must have 
sense or there will be disaster. 


If a driver with brakes in poor con- 
dition should run into your car and 
cause damage and injury, you would 
feel that he should pay that damage 
and cost. What if his brakes were in 
good condition, but he was in very 
poor condition under the influence of 
liquor, what then?

God Requires Social Justice 
Lev. 19:9-18, 32-87 


BOO OPE PEPE PEPE PEE EEE EA 


E shall not steal. There are only 

three ways in which man can come in- 
to possession of anything: either by 
the free gift of another person, or by 
toil, which receives something as legiti- 
mate return, or by theft, the taking 
that from another which belongs to 
him. All gambling comes under this 
heading. This command is also broken 
within the realm of capital and labor. 
First, a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s 
work; and, secondly, a fair day’s work 
for a fair day’s wage. 


Nor lie to one another. Stealing is 
usually followed by lying, because a 
person who will steal will attempt to 
cover up the theft by untruthful words. 


Talebearer (16). The talebearer or 
slanderer “is one compared with whom 
the highwayman is a gentleman, and 
the assassin almost kind. The highway- 
man robs of material things that have 
been gained, and may be replaced. The 
assassin ends the life by swift or sud- 
den stroke, often with little pain; but 
the slanderer who invents a lie, and 
uses it, forms a weapon which takes 
away a reputation, and all the chances 
are against its ever being regained; 
and thus oftentimes causes untold and 
prolonged suffering to the innocent, 
while, in the majority of cases, he him- 
self goes undiscovered and unpunished. 
A talebearer injures three persons— 
he injures himself, he injures his hear- 
“ and he injures the subject of his 
tale. 


If a person comes to you with a tale 
about someone, take the talebearer to 
the person talked about and ask him 
to repeat it. This will stop the story. 
If someone criticizes another just ask 
him “Did you say that about your 
friend because you loved him?” 


Thou shalt not hate thy brother in 
thy heart. Of course it is in the heart 
where hatred lives. Hatred can quickly 
grow so powerful in one’s life that it 
can lead to almost every sin imagin- 
able, including murder. The New Testa- 
ment statement of this verse is to be 
found in 1 Cor. 13:4-6. 
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United States, are affiliated in official 
positions with many of the “peace” 
movements which Christians are joining 
through the churches. 


An Illustration 


Charles Garland was the name of a 
Massachusetts radical who created the 
notorious “Garland Fund”—otherwise 
called the “Free Love Fund”, because 
the founder was compelled to serve a 
penitentiary sentence for operating a 
free love farm. 


This fund was established in 1922 
ahd has always been presided over by 
Communists, Socialists, I. W. W.’s, and 
other Radicals, serving as members of 
the Board of Directors. Latest figures 
show that it has given away approxi- 
mately a million and one-half dollars 
in addition to making loans of another 
million. 


The list of Directors serving at 
various times, in dispensing the money 
of the Fund, include such names as the 
following: William Z. Foster, Sidney 
Hillman, Robert Morss Lovett, Judah 
L. Magnes, Norman Thomas, Harry F. 
Ward, Leo Wolman, Morris L. Ernst, 
and others. 


A hasty perusal of the Fund’s re- 
ports shows that it contributes large 
amounts to numerous Anarchist, Com- 
munist, Socialist and Pacifist activities. 
It assists Emma Goldman; it makes 
gifts to a Communist college in New 
Jersey; has repeatedly supplied money 
to help Red agitators escape punish- 
ment of the law; gives enormous sums 
to the Daily Worker, official organ of 
the Communist Party of the United 
States; subsidizes other out-and-out 
Communist publications such as The 
New Masses; contributes to the 
general promotion of strikes and mob 
violence; gave $3,500.00 to Leon Trots- 
ky’s New York magazine Novy Mir; 
contributed $139,453 in one lump sum 
to make possible the circulation of a 
large quantity of subversive literature 
among Negroes in the United States, 
etc. 

A FURTHER STUDY REVEALS THAT THE 
GARLAND FUND MAKES REGULAR CON- 
TRIBUTIONS TO THE VARIOUS “PEACE” 
ORGANIZATIONS WHICH ARE DEMANDING 
DISARMAMENT FOR OUR OWN COUNTRY 
WHILE SOVIET RUSSIA PREPARES TO 
CONQUER THE WORLD BY MILITARY AG- 
GRESSION. 


Such groups would weaken our na- 
tional defense, demoralize our patriotic 
spirit and reduce us to a state of help- 
lessness in the event of revolution from 
the INSIDE or a Communist attack 
from the OUTSIDE.

The Red Horse 


The “Jane Addams’ Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Free- 
dom” is a typical pacifist organization. 
This group agitates against all military 
training and armament for the United 
States, but prior to the time that 
Roosevelt recognized Moscow, it de- 
manded recognition for the militaristic 
government of Soviet Russia.

We also find entries like the follow- 
ing on the official reports of this Fund: 
“To a group of students at North- 
western University and Garrett Biblical 
Institute, Evanston, Ill., for anti-mili- 
tarist movement, $497.41”; “Wyoming 
State Conference Methodist Church, 
Laramie, Wyo., for publication of 
literature against compulsory military 
training, $300.00.” 


As previously indicated, there are 
now scores of “peace” organizations in 
the United States, all working toward 
the same objective. And it is a pitiful 
fact that many professing Christians 
are being deceived by this system of 
propaganda. 


Take for instance the “American 
League Against War and Fascism.” 
The very name of this body implies a 
Communistic spirit. Christians are op- 
posed to both Fascism and Communism, 
but this organization is against only 
Fascism. If it was a truly American 
movement, the name would be “Ameri- 
can League Against War, Fascism 
AND COMMUNISM.” 


On January 15, 1934, the official 
magazine of the Communist Interna- 
tional carried this statement: 


“We led a highly successful U. S. 
Congress Against War which brought 
together 2,616 delegates from all over 
the country. The Congress from the 





beginning was led by our Party quite 
openly. The Congress set up a per- 
manent organization on a federative 


basis called the American League 
Against War and Fascism.” 


I repeat—Christians believe in peace, 
but they are unalterably opposed to 
this kind of deception. 


The sixth chapter of Revelation deals 
with four great destructive principles 
which are predicted to be operative to 
the world during the end-time of the 
present age. They are symbolized by 
four horses and riders. 


The first horse is white, the second 
red, the third black, the fourth pale. 


_ When John the revelator looked 

down the vista of the centuries and 
saw the Red horse rise on the horizon 
and start galloping over the earth, he 
said: “And there went out another 
horse that was red: and power was 
given to him that sat thereon to take 
peace from the earth, and that they 
should kill one another: and there was 
given unto him a great sword.” 


“TAKE PEACE FROM THE 
EARTH.” 


It is significant to note that the 
international Communist movement is 
identified with the color of Red; that 
through its world-wide revolutionary 
program it is literally taking peace 
from the earth! 


This Red Horse is a globe-trotter. 
Likewise, the Red shadow of Moscow 
hangs like a pall over every nation in 
the world. 


What a Satanic paradox that the in- 


human monsters of Moscow should 
parade themselves before the world, by 
means of hypocritical propaganda, as 
lovers of peace and enemies of war! 


Nationalism Needed 


Now, putting the prophetic emphasis 
aside for a moment and confining our- 
selves strictly to the human element, 
it is evident to every American patriot 
that our Country needs a rebirth of 
Nationalism. 


War in Europe is certain. Only a 
fool, residing in a fool’s paradise would 
profess optimism in the face of present 
conditions. Every nation overseas is 
armed to the teeth. The hatreds are 
deep, the wounds are many, present 
exchanges between statesmen are bit- 
ter. 


It should be our firm resolve to al- 
low other nations to settle their squab- 
bles according to their own ideas. Let 
no more American blood flow in 
Europe! 


At this point, much could be said 
about war debts. The absence of 
character among the countries of 
Europe is illustrated by their repudia- 
tion of these obligations. This simply 
means that the burden of financing the 
World War rests, in the last analysis, 
upon the backs of the tax-payers of the 
United States. 


Mr. Bryan’s Blunder 


Finally, the subject of peace involves 
two fundamental Christian attitudes 
which are diametrically opposed to each 
other. 


One school of religious thought 
teaches that the world, through educa- 
tion and social culture, will gradually 
evolve into the “Kingdom of God” on 
earth. This view comes under the 
general classification of Post-millen- 
nialism. 


The other school declares that Christ 
will return to this earth in the same 
manner that He went away, at a time 
when the nations are in a state of 
turmoil described in the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Matthew as the “great 
tribulation”. This view comes under the 
general classification of Pre-millen- 
nialism. 

At the end of this dispensation, a 
theocratic form of government will be 
set up, over which the Lord Jesus 
Christ will personally preside. There is 
not a single verse in the entire pro- 
phetic Scriptures, correctly interpreted, 
to sustain the opinions of Kagawa and 
others, that the “Kingdom of God” will 
be established through human effort. 


James gave a scientific definition of 
war. He asked: “From whence come 
wars?” And he answered: “Come they 
not of your lusts?” 


Our Lord stated clearly that “wars 
and rumors of wars” would continue 
down to the climax of the age. “Nation 
shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom.” 


Back in the year 1918, when William 
Jennings Bryan was Secretary of State, 
he negotiated peace treaties with thirty 
different nations in an attempt to out- 
law war. Being a far-seeing statesman, 
he saw a gigantic struggle approach- 
ing, and set out to avert it. 


The treaties provided that if tension 
developed between nations who were 
parties to the agreement, they would 
wait for one year before resorting to 
open hostilities. During this time their 
grievances would be submitted to arbi- 
tration. 


The signing of the documents by 
representatives of the various nations, 
was a dramatic occasion. Mr. Bryan 
presented each signer with a souvenir 
paperweight, made in the shape of 
plowshares, produced from melted 
swords. 


On the beam above the plow were 
these words: “Nothing is final between 
friends”. The plow itself bore this in- 
scription: “They shall beat their swords 
into plowshares. Isaiah 2:4.” 


Mr. Bryan released the following 
statement at the time of the signing: 
“It is believed that these treaties will 
go far towards making war a remote 
possibility, for it will be difficult for 
nations to engage in war after a year’s 
deliberation. Diplomacy is the art of 
keeping cool, and the period provided 
for investigation not only permits the 
subsidence of passion and the restora- 
tion of reason, but it gives time for the 
operation of that’ public opinion, which 
more and more condemns the use of 
force and exalts the processes of 
reason.” 

But the ink was hardly dry on the 
— when the World War broke 
out. 


Mr. Bryan was sincere, but unknown 
to himself he wrest this passage from 
its prophetic setting and sought to 
make it apply to the year 1913. 

Isaiah’s prophecy points forward to 
that period of the world’s history after 
the second coming of Christ. 


Dispensations 


Confusion of the kind that Mr. 
Bryan encountered results from a lack 
of knowledge regarding God’s Plan of 
the Ages. 


The Bible divides time into seven 
unequal periods called dispensations. 
The first dispensation was the period 
of Innocence, from the dawn of Crea- 
tion to the Fall of Man. 


Second, the age of Conscience, from 
the Fall to the Deluge. 

Third, the age of Authority, from the 
Deluge to Babel. 

Fourth, the age of Promise, from 
Babel to the Egyptian Bondage. 

Fifth, the age of Law, from the 
Bondage to the Cross. 

Sixth, the age of Grace, from whe 
Cross to our Lord’s Return. 


Then the Golden Age, the dispensa- 
tion of the Millennium, will be ushered 
in! 

War will be known no more. The 
nations shall beat their swords into 
plowshares. They shall change their 
spears into pruninghooks.
